In the interim from the time the old 
church was burned Ihe Catholics having no 
place to worship were tendered the use of 
Washington Hall, where they worshiped 
until the new church was ready. 
In 1871 


-Father Prendergast went from Bristol to 
Alluutown and Rev. Father 
Lynch took 


charge of the parish. 


There was much woikyet to be done in 


the interior of the church, pews and other | 
fixtures; 
besides the old residence was in a, 


very delimitated condition totally unfit for 
use. 
So Father Lynch had the old house 


t.ifcen down and in its place built a handsome 


oVi.-lling,' These additions and im- 


provements created a considerable debl. 
Father Lynch diel in Bristol on the 28th of 
April, 1879, aud was succeeded by Rev. 
Father Ward 
During his pastoral* the 


church was greatly improved, the side walls 
were extended to a line even with (lie tower, 
finished at the ends with circular wings' 
which greatly improved the appearance of 
the church in front; nlao was built a new 
s.icrisly, the inlerior was painled and fres- 
coed, and a new organ put in posilion 
Uuf'ortunalely it was again visited by fire, 
though very little damage was done the 
building, all the decorations, the altar ani] 
organ were ruined, all of which had lo be 
replaced. Notwithstanding these losses and 
difficulties Father Ward with comaiendab e 
courage and energy not only repaired the 
damage done by the fire but concluded to 
b'jild a Parochial School for the children of 
the parish. For this purpose he purchased 
a lot^bout midway on Radclitfe si rect. The 
readers of the GAZETTE are familiar with the 
hiatory ol the erection of the school 
It is 


now a splendid success under the care of the 
Sisters of the Immaculate Heart who impart 
religious and secular instruction to upwards 
of 200 children Father Ward was succeeded 
by Fathers McElhone and McGlynn. Then- 
stay in the parish ivos short and uneventful. 
Father Vandegrift took charge of the parish 
in the fall of 1889. His pastorate may well 
be considered the brightest and most suc- 
cessful period in the history of the church. 
He found the parish almost hopelessly in- 
volved in debt and a congregation compara- 
tively poor. The prospect was anything but 
cheering. 


Being endowed with splendid abilities 


which he entirely devoted to his work, lie 
soon had everything in order, the prospect 
became brighter and brighter as time went. 
He beautified the interior of the church, had 
it newly frescoed, put in a very costly altar 
rail, and a set of imported Stations of the 
Cross. . He also purchased a lot in a very 
convenient location for a cemetery at a cost 
of three thousand dollars in all of which he 
was ably seconded by his assistant, Rev. 
Father' Meagher. In June, 1896, much to 
the regret of hid parishioners he went to 
Philadelphia to take charge of St. Edwards,

I In their snminiiig up of the character 
of the greatest editor of his time the 
reviewers all agree on one point— 
Charles A. Dana -was the New York 
Bun and the last representative of that 
journalism in which the editor made 
the paper. Now the paper is made by 
the bnsinesfi manager. Newspaper own- 
ers take more pride in their advertise- 
ment pages than in their editorial page. 


But Dana's tremendous intellectual- 


ity, tremendous personality, pervaded 
every part of The Sun. He had a mem- 
ory equal to that of Gladstone. No man 
In America had a mind more abundant- 
ly or more accurately stored with facts. 
There are many more bookworms, but 
Dana combined with his book knowledge 
a power of language the rarest and feel- 
ings as quick and warm as those of a 
schoolboy. The combination made him 
Irresistible. The English used in the 
New York Sun was something for all 
Americans to be proud cf and to imitate. 
Its accuracy of statement in matters of 
fact gave rise to the-famous saying, "If 
yon see it in The Sun, it's so." 


Dana's character apparently under- 


went a curious revolution. He started 
in life a radical of the radicals. Human 
liberty, freedom of thought, now and 
advanced ideas, he advocated with flory 
eloquence. As the world goes, ho was 
unsuccessful. Ho found, as many anoth- 
er has found and will find, that working 
for human liberty and advanced thought 
did not pay in money. When ho took 
hold of the Now York Suu, after ho 
had failed in a newspaper enterprise in 
Chicago, he had nothing left but the 
indomitable will and the splendid in- 
tellect. Warned by bitter experiences, 
ho then seemed to turn his back on all 
that had gono before and went in for 
money and worldly success. 
Ho got 


both, in abundance. The radicalism of 
his youth, if ho still retained it, he 
kept for private circulation. 


enabfbtTEim to retain oven his physical 
vigor until tho age of 78. He was loved 
as few men have boon loved in private 
life. His grievous fault iu the conduct 
of his newspaper was a vindiotivcness 
that never forgot or forgavo and never 
lot up. Except for this Tho Sun com- 
bined tho host features of both -the old 
and tho now journalism. Take him all 
in all, its veteran editor was that rar- 
est, greatest and most useful of mor- 
tals, an old timer who kept up with the 
new time.

The Coming Blcycl*. 


The last word has by no means been 


cpoken in tho improvement of bicycles. 
For one thing, safety devices will.be 
f-uro to bo invented, lessening tho danger 
df tho machine. That there is something 
of danger in riding a bicycle, even apart 
from that of collisions, must be admit- 
ted. The wheel of tho early years of the 
twentieth century will be a different 
</ne from ours and a much improved 
ona That the bicycle will continue to 
l» used none can doubt. Until flying 
machines for everybody come into use 
tho bicycle will remain among us wel- 
come and blessed. 


Already there are or are immediate- 


ly to bo placed on tho market bicycles 
presenting considerable 
modifications 


from tho typo of 1897. Tho chief change 
will bo to tho chainless wheel. A dozen 
manufacturers are preparing models of 
this pattern for next year. The chain 
is done away with by moans of a bev- 
eled gear. "In place of tho chain," 
Hays Tho Scientific American,

nhall have a shaft, two bevel wheels

Another point iu favor of the chainless 
machine is that tho parts of the bevel 
gear are made with much morocaro anc 
with nicer adjustment than those of the 
ohain and sprocket and arc protcctoc 
from dust securely. It may be men 
tioucd that in Belgium, where things 
arc taken seriously, two bicycle maau- 
i'acturiug firms have had to pay heavy 
damages for calling tho chainless wtoel 
a coffee mill and otherwise jeering at 
it. It is announced that one American 
manufacturer will start tho 181)8 trade 
with a chainloss wheel at $50. 


Another improvement which prom- 


ises to bo a go is ono which abolishes 
tho pneumatic tira. Pneumatic rubber 
inflation will still bo employed to dead 
on vibration, but it will bo applied at 
tho hub instead of at the tire. IE thii 
prove successful, then there will be no 
more punctxircs, for which cyclists wil 
praiso heaven.

THE ENGLISHMAN'S "H." 


Some of the Reasons Why It IB Treated 


With Such Disrespect. 


The question is asked by "An English- 


man," "Why is it that English people aro 
such sinners in respect to the improper use 
of tho letter 'h?' " Tho writer goes on to 
Hay that the Scotch, Irish and Americans 
arc not given to this fuultincss in speech. 


I believe philologists attribute the fre- 


quent disrespect with which tho letter 
"whispered in heaven and muttered in 
hell" is treated is largely due to the influ- 
ence of tho French language on our own, 
and especially upon those of the English 
speaking raco who live in England itself. 
As every one knows, the "h" is not aspi- 
ruted in the French language, which was 
until the middle ages largely used in this 
country. 


Then, for almost centuries at a time, in 


the days of tho Plantagencts, our English 
soldiers, 
who were wandering 
about 


France, became, naturally enough, affect- 
ed by its people's manner of speech and 
returned to their own country to infect 
their families and acquaintances with j 
some influences which go to determine 
method of pronunciation. And at that I 
time it was really an English—not British 
—army which did tho bulk of the fighting. 


Again, from time to time various quar- 


ters of England have been used as settle- 
ments for French refugees—the Hugue- 
nots, for example—and French prisoners. 
Even so Iuto us the beginning of tlio.pres- 
ent century, when we were in a chronic 
state of warfare with Napoleon Bonaparte, 
great numbers of Frenchmen settled, as 
prisoners on parole, in England — the 
southern land midland counties especially, 
which, as we know, aro the districts in 
which tho aspirate is least observed. 


Scotland, Ireland and Wales were not 


uudur these same influences, their greater 
distance from the continent being ono of 
the reasons. 


But the constant "h" dropping among 


tho working classes in England today is, I 
am sure, largely due to tho fact that the 
worklngmau who persists in speaking of 
his horse, his house and his home, instead 
of his 'orse, 'ouso und 'ome, is regarded by 
his companions as a pedant and one who 
"puts side on." I have often noticed that 
domestic servants are quite accurate or 
nearly so in tho use of tlie aspirate when 
speaking to theur mistresses, etc., while, 
once back again in tho kitchen among 
thoir fpllnwfi. there ceases to be an "h" in 
their composition.—IjOncion TiD-xsrcs.

PARISIAN ART FURNITURE. 


Imitation Itoulle slid Vernis Martin Pieces 


Popular Nowadays. 


Parisian art furniture is popular and no 


well furnished apartment is without its 
piece of Boulle or Vernis Martin. As a 
matter of fact, tho genuine articles do not 
find thoir way into the shops, and if they 
did would be far beyond tho parse of most 
buyers. 


Andre Charles Boulle, from whom the 


furniture obtains its name, was born in 
tho royal palace in 1642 and spent his 
childhood in tho court of Louis XIV, who 
was his i™**-"" 
tiio „»„<, 
«i™boi,,i,o 


achievement was tho decoration of a series 
of apartments for the dauphin, Louis XV. 
Samuel Bernard, the financier, paid Boulle 
60,000 livrcs for making an inlaid desk. 


Despite the high prices which his work 


brought, Boulle was always poor, Tor he 
was an enthusiastic collector of bric-a-brac 
and could not resist the temptation to ac- 
quire a fine specimen. At one time he 
was threatened with imprisonment for 
debt, but tho king protected him. On 
^iUg. 80, 1720, his rooms and workshop 
were burned and 400,000 livres' worth of 
the rarest art treasures were consumed. 
The artist never recovered from the shock. 
Ho died in 1782, leaving four sons to suc- 
ceed him, in all of whom, however, tho 
peculiar genius of tho father was lacking. 


The Martins, from whom the popular 


Vernis Martin furniture takes its name, 
were painters of more than ordinary abili- 
ty and varnishers to the royal house of 
France. Robert Martin was the supposed 
discoverer of a special lacquer, which, for 
a time, supplanted the precious varnishes 
imported from China and Japan. The 
Marquis do Pompadour paid 58,208 francs 
for the Vernis Martin work in the cha- 
teau of Bellerno, a sum now equal to $50,- 
000.—New York Commercial.

Foot—Health and Comfort Sacrificed t 
Fal»') Ideala—The Shape and Fit of th< 
Correct Shoe. 


"It Is a lamentable fact that the grcn 


bulk of the foot covering industry Is in th 
hands of persons utterly Ignorant not onl- 
of the anatomy of the foot, but absolutel; 
indifferent to It," said a learned doctor to 
u patient the other day. "The leaders o 
fashion change the stylo and shape of the 
fchoe whenever it pleases their fancy, just 
as If tbe human foot could be made to con 
form to the changing shapes instead of the 
shapes conforming to the foot 
" Thu foot, being one of the most flexible 


portions of tho human body and readily 
tutored and tortured to take almost any 
shape, temporarily at least, whatever may 
be the subsequent anguish, it follows that 
you obey tho behests of fashion unthink- 
ingly, taking It for granted that a foot is 
properly and rightly squeezed and crowded 
so long as tho pa:n and suffering are not 
Instantly made insupportable, and from 
this practice a false taste Is developed and 
ii false and absurd ideal of beauty estab- 
lished; the natural shape and symmetry 
*nd the due proportion of the foot to the 
body are forgotten; a taste for a certain 
Ijformity, an utterly unnatural foot both 
in shape and size, Is acquired, and soon 
we have become the possessors of misshap- 
en, hideously deformed feet. 


"One of tho most surprising things that 


Du Maurier told about Trilby's foot was 
that the great loo was well away from the 
second too, and that tho latter was the 
ongor of tho two. How many of the peo- 
ple who wear pointed toed shoes can show 
ueh a conformation of tho foot as that? 
3ut people of tho present day have lost a 
iking for the natural shape of the perfect 
oot. They may profess admiration for 
he Trilby foot, but in their hearts they 
eally think tho shape, at least in a shoe 
S ugly and secretly prefer their own do- 
ormed, pointed feet, with tho great toe 
apped over the small toes and all the lat- 
er trained into a pointed bunch."

could be restored, but by the use of band- 
ages the bunion was reduced, the joint re- 
placed, and the natural movement of the 
toes was restored." 


"It is surprising that the majority of 


people are willing to sacrifice their health 
and comfort to a false ideal of beautiful 
feet," said one shoe merchant. "It is even 
stranger that those who value themselves 
on what they regard as their beautiful feet 
do not reflect that this beauty is attained 
only by the loss of real beauty of face and 
grace of movement. A foot crowded into 
a narrow toed shoo too small for the foot 
means lines between the eyes, crow's feet, 
a worried expression of countenance and 
tho gait of an invalid or worse—a cripple. 
Such people go about tormenting other 
people with their plaints of 'Oh, my feet!1 " 


It is impossible to restore a patient's 


feet to their normal condition so long as 
sho wears boots and shoes constructed 
with no regard whatever to tho anatomy 
and physiology of tho human foot—that is, 
without regard to the natural shape of the 
foot and tho necessity of leaving certain 
muscles of the foot free to do their natural 
work in the business of locomotion. 


According to one doctor's views, the cor- 
rect shoe is the one that fits closely over 
the instep and heel, supporting the arch 
of the foot and displaying the beauty of its 
outline. It should bo broad over the toes, 
providing the necessary room for the mus- 
cles of the foot to freely perform their 
work in the act of locomotion. Tho heel 
must be low and the shoe of good length. 
The result Is a shoe that is beauitful in 
the eyes of those who understand what the 
foot should be or what it is by nature. 
Such a shoe, according to this doctor, is 
hideous only to those who set up a false 
ideal of beauty.

(Special Correspondence.) 


Philadelphia, Nov. 1. — The seeming 


political sensation of the week has been 
the visit of Senator Quay upon David 
Martin at the rooms of the Republican 
city committee In Philadelphia and his 
call upon Chris Magee In Plttsburg. 
What appears to be a remarkable pro- 
ceeding, however, Is simply a display of 
the ordinary political horse sense which 
Senator Quay has exercised on more 
than one occasion. To begin with, it 
can b'i stated as a positive fact that 
there have been no deals, dickers or ar- 
rangements of any political nature or 
any character whatever between Sen- 
ator Quay and Mr. Martin or Senator 
Quay and Mr, Magee. 


The whole purpose of his visit to the 


Republican fit* headquarters in Phil- 
adelphia was to get out c.s large a vote 
as possible for Ueacom and McCauluy 
In the city of Brotherly Love. Stale 
Chairman I31kln, who has been tireless 
In his work for the organization and 
for th>- candidates, felt that It would be 
better all round If a more cordial feel- 
ing was established between the state 
committee and the Philadelphia city 
committee. Heretofore these two or- 
ganlzntlons have been working on en- 
tirely independent lines, and it was felt 
that co-operation to a certain extent 
would mateilally aid in bringing out a 
large vote In this off year of election. 


Mr. Elkln requested Senator Quay 


to accompany him to the city commit- 
tee rooms, and the senator readily con- 
sented. The whole meaning of the epi- 
sode is that Senator Quay, the state 
chairman and the leading men In the 
various wings of the party desired to 
poll the very largest possible vote In 
Pennsylvania this year. Senator Quay, 
In spi aking of the meeting to a close 
personal friend, assured him in the 
most emphatic manner possible that 
the meeting had no significance so far 
as the gubernatorial and senatorial 
campaigns were concerned. 


He added that, while he was willing 


to fight a fair battle at the primary 
elections and within the party lines, he 
was wit willing to go Into a fight with 
any Tteiiublican, no matter who he 
might be, on election day. He said 
that that day was the one day in the 
year vhen all Republicans should stand 
shoulder to shoulder in support of a 
common cause against a common en- 
emy, and this, notwithstanding what- 
ever personal differences might have 
existed in the past, or whatever per- 
sonal relations there might be In the 
present. That, and that alone, he de- 
clared. was the sum and total of the 
significance that could be attached to 
his meetings with Mr. Martin and Mr. 
Magee. 
• * * 


One of the Philadelphia newspapers 


that h;is been attacking General Reeder 
for factional and personal reasons a 
day or two ago made the assertion 
that the general had counsel present 
at the recent meeting between Quay 
and Martin, and that plans were made 
for diMConllnuIng; the Reeder and Van 
Valkenburg bribery suits. So far as 
General Reeder Is concerned the story 
Is absolutely false. He says: 


"That Is an absolute and Inexcusa- 


ble He. I have no counsel except Con- 
gressman Klikpatrlck, Mr. Pox and 
Mr. Stewart, all of Easton, and so far 
as I know none of these were In Phila- 
delphia, nor was any one eise present 
at any interview authorized to repre- 
sent me. 


"I shall never at any time consent 


to any proposition to settle orcomprom- 
Ise the case against me, nor shall I ever 
at any time give my consent to any 
such adjustment. 
My counsel Is in- 


structed to press for an early hearing, 
and nothing less than that will satisfy 


"I h;ive nothing whatever to do with 


the piosecutlon against Van Valken- 
burg. I did not know that any person 
Intended arresting him until I saw in 
the newspapers that an arrest had been 
made, and from that day to this I have 
taken no interest nor part in the pros- 
ecution of the indictment found against 
him." 


Judge Klrkpatrick, Mr. Stewart and 


Mr. Fox, who were seen, all state that 
there Is no truth that any of them 
were In Philadelphia at the Interview 
as staled'* 
* * * 


Well the capitol commissioners have 


adopted the plan submitted by Henry 
Ives Cobb, of Chicago, and selected him 
ns the architect to supervise the con- 
struction of the capitol building. 
Un- 


der the act of assembly the commis- 
Blonert- were obliged to select not only 
a plan for the legislative building, but 
also plans for such other buildings as 
may bo necessary to accommodate the 
departments of the state government. 
The pluns adopted cover all these build- 
ings, although at present there Is no 
authority for erefting any buildings 
except that which is for the accommo- 
dation of the general assembly. 


The plans adopted contemplate the 


erection of three buildings 
running 


from east to west and connecting them 
by wings running north and south, so 
as to give, when all are completed and 
connected, practically the effect of a 
single structure. The central building 
now to be erected is for fhe use of the 
general assembly, and it is the desire 
of the commissioners, if possible, to add 
at present to the central building a por- 
tion, at least, of the connecting wings 
running north and south, so that the 
same may present a more attractive 
exterior. 


Many excellent designs were submit- 


ted to ifce commissioners, but the prin- 
cipal consideration which led them 
finally to adopt the plan submitted by 
Mr. Cobb is to be found In the fact 
that Ills plans provided for outside 
light and air to both the senate and 
house of representatives from three 
sides of their respective chambers, and 
provided also for the erection of addi- 
tional buildings for departmental pur- 
poses In the future. 


The legislative building can first be 


constructed by Itself, as shown by the 
drawings submitted. The amount of 
the appropriation will not permit of 
making a high dome upon this building 
at present, but at some future time the 
dome can be extended .or either one or 
both of the additional buildings for de- 
partmental purposes can be added with- 
out Interfering with the present depart- 
mental buildings or interrupting the 
use of the legislative building. 
The 


legislative building now to be con- 
structed and the successive buildings 
that follow to make up the completed 
structure can all be effected without 
in any way disturbing the existing sur- 
roundings in the capitol park. 


This central building, with the con- 


necting wings running north and south, 
will present a handsome and dignified 
appearance, and will be a credit to the 
state. The interior partitions are all 
moveaMe, although being sustained by 
columns, thus allowing the removal or 
rearrangement of any of the interior 
partitions If the demands be different In 
the future. 
In his description of the 


several buildings presented by 
the 


plans submitted Mr. Cobb, the archi- 
tect, says: 


"In order to produce the required 


amount of Interior space for the stipu- 
lated cost of the entire group of build- 
Ings contemplated there can be no 
waste in exterior ornamentation, and 
the most effective result can be ob- 
tained by concentrating all available 
expense for exterior 
ornamentation 


upon one prominent feature like a dome.

Tlie Sullull of Turkey n Mild Mannered 


Man. 


A diplomat recently relieved from duty 


and therefore released to a certain eitent 
from the obligation of silence espressos with 
great rrankiiusa his personal opinion or tlie 
Sultau of Turkey, which we find with the 
editor's comments ia yesterday's New York 
Sun : 


Tho Hon. A. W. Terrell of Texas, lately 


our Minister to Turkey, drawa in the Cen- 
tury Magazine a portrait, of the Sultan 
which diilers much from the generally ac- 
cepted idea of Unit potentate. In this re- 
spect Mr. Terrell corroborates the sta:e- 
ments so fearlessly and persistently main- 
tained by Mr. F. Hopkinson Smith, in the 
face of much clamor and even abuse. 
Mr. 


Hopkinson Smith has in his tin box of pig- 
ments no brighter colors than those which 
Jlr. Terrell uses in portraying Abdul Humid 
as an individual and as a ruler. 
Mr. Ter 


rell describes a modest, refined, courtly, 
considerate, and kind-hearted gentleman, of 
philosophic uiind and somewhat melancholy 
temperament, particularly gensrous in his 
treatment of Armenians, and with broad 
uuaruy lor men or religious rauns otner man 
bis own. In the matter of political ability, 
Mr. Terrell regards the Sultan as "the 
ablest sovereign in Europe." 


This estimate of Mr. Terrell's is here 


recorded not for purposes of discussion, but 
because from what we know of the former 
Minister to Turkey we believe it to be as 
sincere as it ia courageous. The very fact 
that tho conventional and world-popular 
idea of Abdul llamid represents liirn as a 
heartless crime-sodden wretch and assassin, 
infamous and eiccrable beyond the power 
of language to express, may have impelled 
Mr. Terrell to dwell disproportionately upon 
such good qualities as he observed in the 
individual during his official iutcicourse 
with the Yildiz Kiosk. 
The memory of 


personal kindness muy influence his judg- 
ment more or less. If for one reason 01 
the other, or for both, he exaggerates Abdu 
Hamid's excellences unconsciously, that i 
only in accordance with human nature undei 
the ciicuiiistances. 
But to assume that th< 


former Minister to Turkey is absolutely 
wrong, is lo suppose him either a fool or an 
hatiitual 
sympathizer 
with 
unspeakable 


wickedness and depravity. 
He is neither. 


He is a spirited and independent American 
citizen, with uncommon powers of observa- 
tion, who has had recently uncommon oppor- 
tunities lo study the subject of his present 
remarks. All this makes his Century article 
very interesting. 


Origin of the Amerleuii Indian. 


Reports from Victoria, B. C., state that 


Dr. F. Boaz, who for ten years has been 
making a study of British Columbia Indians 
for the British Association, and also heads 
the expedition which the American Museum 
of Natural History sent out lost spring, has 
returned to Victoria. Dr. Farrand, who is 
also engagod in the work of collecting infor- 
mation about the Indians, also returned. 
The two scientists have covered an immense 
territory, first going into the interior of the 
province and then coming out through to 
the northern coast. The work done in the 
interior was a continuation of the work 
which the British Association has been car- 
rying on since 1877, while that on. the coast 
was pro&ocuted in Ihe interests of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History. 
The idea 


is to ascertain the origin of the coast Indians 
and whether any relationship exists between 
them and the natives of the Asiatic coast. A 
study will be made of the Indians from the 
Columbia lliver to Behrino Strait; and o* 
what is known of the traditions and custot.ia 
of the natives of tho two coasts, Dr. Boaz is 
convr'nced that they are related and the first 
Indians on this side of the Pacific came from 
Siberia.

See tueir advertisement in this paper, 


WATER FOR ONE. 


An Authority Telia How Much Is Needed 


by Persons Tn Various Occupations. 
According to Professor Allen, we'ahould 


drink from one-third to two-fifths as many 
ounces as we weigh pounds. 
Therefore 


for a man weighing 168 pounds there 
would be required 66 to 64 ounces daily, or 
from IK to 4 pints. This is a very indefi- 
nite answer. The amount of water re-, 
quired depends on the season of the year, 
the amount of work done and the kind of 
food eaten. In hot weather we require 
more than in cold, because of the greater 
loss through the skin, though this is In 
part made up by the lesser amount passed 
avray through the kidneys. If a man la- 
bors very hard, he requires more than If 
his labor is light, A man working In a 
foundry, where the temperature is high 
and the perspiration profuse, not Infre- 
quently drinks three or four gallons daily. 
If the food is stimulating and salty, more 
water is required than if it Is bland- 


Vegetarians and those who use much 


fruit require loss water than those who eat 
salt fish and pork, and often get along on 
none except what is In their food. In most 
cases our instincts toll us how much water 
to drink far better than any hard or fixed 
rule. For ages they have been acquiring 
a knowledge of how much to drink and 
transmitting that knowledge to descend- 
ants, and if we follow them we shall 
go for out of the way. 


It is of more use to us to know that pure 


water is essential and that impure water is 
one of the most dangerous drinks than to 
know how much of it is required daily. 
If one lives in a region where the water is 
bod, It should be boiled and put away In 
bottles well corked in an ice chest, and in 
addition one should eat all the fruit one 
can if fruit agrees. Fruits contain not 
only pure water, but salts which are need- 
ed to carry on healthfully tho functions of 
life.—Journal of Hygiene.
